LITY DIRECT TO WCAVITT/COM/IERP/OTPL/LTP SINCE CABLE SUMMARY 
WOULD BE EXCESSIVELY LOMG. CAVITT MAY ALSO WISH CHECK WITH 
TJOHNSON/COM/BIC/DIBA/LA FOR ADDITIONAL DATA THIS SUBJECT. 
ALTHOUGH THERE ARE NO QUANTITATIVELY SPECIFIC AIR/WATER EMI- 
SSION LEVELS FOR SAO PAULO AT PRESENT. RE PRODUCTION FIGURES, 
FOLLOWING DATA OBTAINED FROM ASSOCIATION/INDUSTRY SOURCES:

2. RE REFAIR ACTION QUESTION (1) THERE NO SPECIFIC LEGISLATION 
AFFECTING PHOSPHATE FERTILIZER INDUSTRY. GENERAL AIR/WATER 
EMISSION STANDARDS APPLY AT PRESENT. RE QUESTION (2) WET PRO-

TIVELY LAX ABOUT SERIOUS ENFORCEMENT OF EXISTING LEGISLATION, 
AND IT IS DOUBTFUL THAT SUCH ENFORCEMENT WOULD BE ALLOWED TO 
SERIOUSLY HANDICAP DEVELOPMENT PLANS. HOWEVER, CITIES LIKE 
SAO PAULO AND RIO NOW WELL AWARE OF DANGERS OF UNCONTROLLED 
WATER AND AIR POLLUTION, AND PUBLIC ATTENTION BEING FOCUSED ON 
PROBLEMS INVOLVED. IS IS PROBABLE THAT IN THE MAJOR POLLUTED
